TAFT DISCUSSES 
ANTI-TRUSTLAWS 


Considers Advisability of New 
legislation. 


WOULD MAKE STATUTE CLEAR 


But Congressional Leaders Will Op­ 
pose Any Attem pt to Amend the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law at This 
Session of Congress. 


Washington, Nov. 14. — President 
Tuft began his first day’s work at the 
W hite House since his return with a 
two-hour 
conference with Attorney 
General Wlckersham. 
The question of recommending leg­ 
islation supplementing the Sherman 
anti trust law was discussed. 
This 
proposed legislation will be designed 
to make clearer what constitutes a 
violation of the Sherman a n titru st 
law. The attorney general declined to 
comment on bls conference with the 
president. 
Mr. Wlckersham. in the course of 
his 
two-hour talk 
with the White 
House 
also 
reviewed the develop­ 
m ents in trust busting that have oc­ 
curred since Mr. Taft started on his 
swing around the United States. The 
opinion of the circuit court of New 
York in regard to the tobacco com­ 
pany reorganization came in for sp* 
elal attention 
The attorney general 
has not announced definitely as yet 
whether or not he will appeal from 
the ruling of the circuit court in this 
n atter. The impression in Washing- 
ton is that the attorney general will 
carry the reorganization plan to the 
supreme court. 
While 
the 
president is seriously 
considering the advisability of recom 
mending legislation that will specify 
more particularly acts that constitute 
violations of the Sherman an titrust 
law, it la already apparent that sev­ 
eral of the congress leaders are In­ 
clined to regard unfavorably any ef­ 
fort to supplement the Sherman law 
at the coming session of congress. 
Senator Smoot, of Utah, one of the 
Republican leaders In the senate, does 
not believe that Mr. Taft will secure 
any trust legislation at this session 
of congress. While Mr 
W ick erh am 
was with the president Senator Smoot 
was In the White House anteroom, 
and he also had the trust legislation 
question upon his mind 
Senator Smoot also Is pessimistic 
In regard to currency reform legisla­ 
tion, regarding It as too big a ques­ 
tion to he put through at this session. 
Only tariff and legislation affecting 
Alaska will, as he views the situa­ 
tion. And much consideration In con­ 
gress at this session. 
Secretary Fisher was

Man Exiled by Chinese Throne Three 
Years Ago Comes to its Aid—May 
Becoms Prem ier. 


Pekin, China, Nov. 14.—The Ameri­ 
can and other consul* and foreigners 
under their protection will move out 
of Nankin immediately. 
The 
commandera of 
the foreign 
warships notified their consuls that 
they could not protect the lives and 
properties of those who remained in­ 
side the city. 
The rebel* have retired to their 
neatest camp, fifteen miles distant. 
The government troops are bringing 
up artillery to attack them, hut are 
respel ling the neutrality of the rail­ 
road. Food supplies in N'ankin are bo­ 
oming exhausted. 
Yuan Bbl Kai, accompanied by 200b 
troops, made a triumphal entry Into 
the capital from which he was driveu 
in disgrace three years ago. The news 
that “the strong man of China'' had 
at last been prevailed upon to return 
and give 
the 
tottering throne the 
benefit of his counsels leaked out be 
fore his arrival, and a vast but silent 
and 
orderly crowd 
lined the route 
irom tbs railway station to the tem 
pie which bad been provided for his 
residence. 
Yuan looked hale and hearty, his 
appearance belying the recent reports 
of his physical condition which hat! 
been made an excuse for bis delay in 
obeying the imperial 
command 
to 
come to Pekin and assume the re­ 
sponsibilities of premier in succession 
to Prince Ching, which appointment 
was promulgated ic an imperial edict 
of Nov. I. 
Yuan bas exuressed his 
unwillingness to assume office. 
The American legation does not b#- 
lieve that Yuan ha* yet advised the 
throne to abdicate, as some reports 
stated, but be may do so later. Yuan 
sent a message to the government 
from his home in Changte-Fu. He then 
proceeded to Cheng-Cbow, on the Pe 
han railway, where he conferred with 
a deputation from the Ho-Nan assem­ 
bly. endeavoring to dissude the dele 
gate* from the proposed declaration 
of the province s Independence, which. 
he said, would damage the thrones 
position seriously. 
Chl-Fu went over to the revolution 
Ists. There was no fighting. The rebels 
took possession of the taoti’s yamen 
the telegraph offlceas and the forts 
A report from Chang-Cbow-Fu says 
that the city was taken by the revolu­ 
tionists. Seventy per cent of the pop­ 
ulation fled. There was little violence, 
but much thieving. Foo-Cbow reports 
an improvement in the situation in 
that city. 
Foreign refugees who have arrived 
In Pekin from Tai-Yuen-Fu, 8han-8i 
province, report 
that no foreigners 
have been harmed. The governor and 
his wife and thirty Manchus, however, 
have been beheaded. The rebels ara 
maintaining order. 
Yuan 8hi Kai, In writing to Oeneral 
Ll Y uen Beng. the rebel leader, pro­ 
posing terms for a setlement, has ex 
pressed dissatisfaction with the gov 
ernment at Pekin. He urged accept­ 
ance of the constitution with a limit­ 
ed monarchy, and asked that the em 
peror 
he 
given sn opportunity to 
prove the sincerity of his promise* 
for reforms. 


R E J E C T Y U A N ’ S T E R M S 


Americans at Nankin Taka Refugs on 
W arships, Expecting Battle. 
Washington, Nov. 14—Amnesty, a 
constitutional government and a share 
of the offices, the terms offered by 
Yuan Shi K ai’to the revolutionist* at 
Hankow as a basis of settlement have 
been rejected by the latter, according 
to a report from American Consul 
General Green. 
Admiral Murdock reported that the 
Americans at Nankin had left the city 
aud taken refuge on the warships. A 
big battle was expected soon. 


Wu Urges Emperor to Abdicate. 
Shanghai. Nov. 14.—Wu Titig Fang 
former Chinese minister to the Unit­ 
ed States, who is now with the revo 
Unionists, has telegraphed the prince 
regent urging the emperor to abd! 
cate. 
Wu contends that the revolt in ten 
provinces and other 
recent 
event* 
show that the only way to insure 
pea<e and stop bloodshed is to estab 
Bsh a republican from of government 
He also appeals to the regent to real- 
lex the great change in public opinion 
and to work himself for the establish­ 
ment of a republic, being assured that 
by so doing he will obtain the respect 
of the people, who have no desire 
to prevent the Manchu* from living 
among them in peace and safety.

Daughter and Mother-in-Law—Quar­ 
rel Over Property the Cause. 


New York, Nov. 14—When Adolfe 
lofaro attempted to enter his home, 
on the second floor of Hie tenement at 
739 Park avenue, Brooklyn, be found 
the door bolted. 
He couldn't understand when he 
knocked why bis wife, MarchelU, and 
her mother, Mr*. Antoniana Delotno, 
didn't come to let him in. He thought 
that they would scarcely b*a\e iv* 
five year-old daughter Boule alone in 
the flat with the evelen months old 
baby girl Eleanors. 
Lofaro ceased kno< king and listen­ 
ed 
Krum the bedroom beyond the 
kitchen he could hear tile small Elea 
uora protesting at being neglected. 
Lofaro Anally put his shoulder to 
the door and forced it in. The kitchen 
was empty. He went on into the bed­ 
room that was the first of the three 
rooms that were strung arouud the 
front of the house. 
There he found the baby fretting in 
it* cradle, and there, too, be found the 
others. They lay in a heap beside the 
disarranged bed. his wife, his mother- 
In law and his little daughter. There 
was blood upon their fa<e>, and when 
he spoke to them they didn’t stir. 
Lofaro ran into the hall screaming 
that bis family had been murdered. 
His cries attracted hi* neighlrors and 
nome 
of 
them 
went 
Inside 
and 
straightened out the bodies so that 
they lay side by side, with the little 
girl between the older women. 
The murderer apparently had acted 
with deliberate calmness Examination 
of the kitchen showed that, after com­ 
mitting the triple crime, he had wa*h 
cd his hands before leaving the apart­ 
ments. 
Mi*. Delomo had fought hard for 
life 
Her clothing was nearly torn 
from her body. 
Later the police examined the bod 
lea They found that Mr- Delomo and 
Mrs. Ixifaro had been killed hy shots 
In the hack of the head One bullet 
apiece had been enough 
The little 
girl was shot In the left temple 
Lofaro, although th** grief and shock 
through which he had passed brought 
him at intervals to ten-e excitement, 
was able lo tell the police a consist 
ent. straightforward story 
Matteo Delomo, a brother of Ids 
wife, was the man whom he asked the 
police to find 
Ix>faro hadn t a doubt 
that he was the murderer 
Delomo 
was a shoemaker with a shop in Hum­ 
boldt avenue, and he urged them to 
be quick 
He told them that the husband of

Delomo, 
who was 
sixty-three 
years old. died on July 35. and that in 
Franklin avenue there was a house 
which he had owned and which was 
worth almut $5000 Hi* son.

The Pennsylvania experiment sta­ 
tion bas been doing some work of a 
practical nature w ithin the past few 
years along the tine of Instructing the 
orchardists of the state in the matter 
of giving their orchards more careful 
and scientific care. 
Some four years 
ago 
eleven 
orchards were selected 
with the Idea of giving them a ten 
year course of experim ental treatm ent 
along the line of better culture, fer­ 
tilising. spraying, etc. 
The orchards 
have been divided Into check plots, 
the different areas being given differ­ 
ent treatm ent to test results. 
Some 
of these received no fertiliser, others j 
various 
com binations 
of 
nitrogen, 
phosphoric 
sold. 
phosphorus, 
limo, ! 
barnyard m anure, clover and mulch, j 
The results have been most Instruc­ 
tive. 
It was found that the plots re­ 
ceiving no fertiliser gave practically 
no return. 
O ther treatm ents yielded 
net returns ranging from 9100 to $000 
per acre. 
Nitrogen alone or in combi­ 
nation gave excellent results. 
Potash J 
or phosphoric acid Hlone showed no 
Increase In fruit production, but did 
when used In combination with nitro­ 
gen. 
Lime alone had no lieneflcial ef­ 
fect, but barnyard manure gave the 
best results of all. 
For the purpose 
of gathering up and giving fruit grow ­ 
ers of the state the laments of a d i­ 
rect Inspection of some of this experi­ 
mental work a field meeting was held 
on the Johnson farm. In Lawrence 
county, on Hept. 27 
Horticultural ex­ 
perts In charge of the experiments, a s­ 
sisted by those from other states, were 
present to explain the demonstration 
work to the many who assembled to 
get the benefit of it.

T H E EROSION OF EA R TH . 
Investigations which hive been car­ 
ried on by the U nited State* geological 
survey show th at the surface of the 
country is being worn away by the 
erosive actlou of w ater at the rate of 
sn Inch In 700 years. 
This seems like 
a very small amount, but It Is sn 
enormous am ount when viewed In the 
action o f single drainage basins. 
It 
Is estim ated that the Mississippi river 
carries annually to the gulf of Mexico 
L'U>.4410,000 tons of dissolved m atter 
and 340,500.000 tons of susjiended mat 
ter, such as particles of earth. 
Of 
this total the Missouri river contrib 
lites more than twice as much ss 
does the Ohio. 
The Colorado river 
delivers at Its mouth 100.740,000 tous 
of susjiended m atter, or more than any 
other single drainage system. 
It Is 
estim ated that all rivers iii the United 
States which flow to the sea tiear 
thither a grand total of H83,000.000 
tous of dissolved and suspended m at­ 
ter, or the equivalent of tJlO,000,000 
cubic yards of surface soil.

Measuring Moonlight. 
The full moon Is said to give u great 
deal more than twice the light of the 
half moon. The ratio Is approximately 
as nine to oue. 
Taking advantage of 
the extrem e sensitiveness to light of 
a selenium cell, experim enters have 
measured the am ount of light coming 
from the moon 
at 
different phases, 
with the result above mentioned. 
The 
reason for the rem arkable difference 
shown is to lie found in the varying 
angles of reflection presented by the 
roughened surface of our satellite to 
the sun. 
The moon is brighter be­ 
tween first quarter aud full than lie 
tween 
full 
and 
last quarter.

character of

part of the moon that lies west of Its 
meridian.
